Tba Hoachina, the leadara, Uvad M4r 
Pil^aville, a disreputable hoi* foortaen 
mUea from the nearest railroad. It ha^ 
bwretwo hundred inhabitania, including' 
five bouses of Ul-fauie and three aaloouh 
where the wont kind of five-cent wbiak} 
is sold. The Hoaehina ran the neighbor- 
hood. They wen not men of extraordi- 
nary siie or streoRth, but terrnriced over 
the community by reaMon of their readi- 
ness with revolver and knife. The hherill 
of Pike cuiiiity hail Hix indictment)- 
aitainst them for vurioua crimes, an<i 
never daretl to make an attempt to arreal 
them. They even for(;ed people to take 
their counterfeit coin. Two of the 
llouchinM Wfiit into liiirncti'M naloon, one 
day, ahsorlied a I'oiipli' d'inkn of live 
cent wliisky, and threw down a I'ounler- 
feit $■> t;old piece. The HalooiiisI, who 
bad Mi'i'ii tijal kind of coin Ix'fnrc, pro- 
feHlcd that he coiildn'l lake i|. '• l.uni " 
lloiichin whippcil ont a revolver ami 
naid willi nil oath, ' \'on'vc i;(jt to lake 
il," and Hiiriu'tt countcil ont $\:.i{> in 
giMnj coin of the realm. Afterward, when 
tlie Hiilooiiisl complained ni iIu ik I tlie\ 
forced liim to Hlmt np hhop ;ind -^kip the 
town. 

Since their ca^iture many pcr.-ions liave 
api)eare<l to testify agaiunt the gang w ho 
did not dare tusay a word while they were 
at large. Taylor, one of the gang, was the 
son of a respectable father. He wa.'< 

firomiaad a light sentence if he would 
lU the whola biatory of the gang, but lie 
boldly awora h« never handled a dollar of 
ooontarfeik moaay in hia life. H is father 
told tha oflkan that the gang had fre- 
quently robbed him, but he never dared 
complain. Kim Kinder, another of tlie 
Kang, swore that the first time he ever 
rode on a raUrood train was when he 
waa arrested Mid taken to Indianapo- 
oliH. 7,im was weaned a counter- 
feiter, ills father was sn expert, and 
the boy took lessons in the art from hia 
mother at a very early age. Zim is the 
stalwart of the gang, waa captured 
by strategy in a hotel at Boonville. 
where he was induced to go as a "job- 
ber," to disiMse of a Htock of the spuri 
ous coin. Severn! of the detec^tives had 
under disguiHeH, worked their way into 
the secrets of the coiinterfcitern, and 
)>urcliaHed large (|uantitieH of tlin Kfmri- 
OU8 stuir. Ono of thesn men iinluced 
Zini to go to a hotel, where li(< wiih iii- 
tnxliiced to a powerful oillcer who clap- 
ped the haniMNrfk M htm at the first 

greeting. 

The chief Jiinn in Kccuring evidence 
HgaiiiHt the lloiichins waH u detective 
who sailed under the iiume of "|Iik' 
Henderson." He waH a corn doctor, 
and had panaceas for nnmt^rous other 
ilia, and gatiiered in much bogus coin 
and a large amount of evidenc*e. He 
waa at Joe ilouchin'a houae on the night 
of the capture and the party were plan- 
ning a robbery when Abbott and a Alur- 
aliaPa posse descended on the house. 
The Houobins Itad braced the doors, as 
waa their ouaUMa, and the firat assault of 
the outsiders aroased their saspicions. 
They <^ned fire oa Uendeiton and his 
frieDd% and the ooafliet beoame general, 
"bom*' Hooehin'a flnit act was to seise 
thehOttpaad daah it on the floor, leav- 
ing the combatanta in daritneaa. When 
the melee was over Joe Houchins was 
found with a bal>e in his armii, put there 
by bis wife. Tlie bulie was on the right 
side and a bullet had enUtred Joc'h 
breast Jost al)Ove the right nipple, in- 
flietinK what was supposeif to be a fatal 
wouno. The babe's clothing was cov- 
ered with blood. Joe's wife in.iiHted 
that he had been holding the infant all 
the time, but that waa impossible. Jchw 
i.iu, and was captured at a farm-house 
four miles distant. "I.nm" was found 
hiding in the room where lie- fight oc- 
curred. Beside Joe's WDiiml .Ichw was 
Hliot in the groin and h idy.aiid l.iim in 
the arm. Of tlie altackeil parly "lleii- 
derMon," or Killiiiii, the detective, wan 
)>»(lly wounded in the haiiil. >loe was 
left in the hoiisu to <lie, hut Iic'h getting 
belter and has, w ith all others captured, 
been indicted. Their trials will begin at 
Indianapolis next week. The other 



members of the gang were gatbertnl in 
with less trouble. Willi the gang were 
captured about $2,(yOO in bogus coin, all 
the molds and other apjtaratus used in 
the manufacture, beoide a perfect arse- 
nal of armn, including foirteen self- 
cocking revolvers and a number of brass 
and lead knuckles. One pair weighed 
over three ponuda, were anarp-pointed, 
and in the handa of a Btrong man wonid 
•easily fell an ox. Tom Corner had a 
double baneled ahot*Kun! and two mag- 
niflcen 44-oalibre aati-cockers. Theae 
ahooters will be returned to the familiea 
o( the captured men, if demanded ; oth- 
erwiae, they are aent with the spurious 
coin, molds, etc., to Washington. 

The machinery for the manntaciuro of 
the coin was not cumbersome, and could 
beeeaily transporte<l from place to placu 
It conaist»Hl nt plaster of paris niohlH 
an<l the receptjicfe for the metals. Th«' 
coin manufactured included uold pieces 
of the denomination of :id(>, and 
an(l silver dollars, lialvcs, c|iinrler!' and 
dimes. Nickels were also made. The 
principal ingredients were lusiimtli, an- 
timony, hloi k tin and IUiI'ImII meUil 
•Some other iii«re<lient was iise^l l(p make 
the ^.'.il.l loiinterfeitH heavier. They 
were alu rward coated in an elci tro plal- 
im; hath. Tlie casts were make in two 
pieces and joini'd by a blow pipe. The 
plating covers this joint. 

The t.isk of working uji IheciHc against 
these men was no eaav one. Several di - 
tectivcs were required to inat-ipieradc for 
nearly a year as thieves and gamblers. 
All were required to make d.iily reimrta 
of their doings to the chief, and theee in 
turn are forwarded witii the chiefs daily 
re|iort to Washington. All the captured 
partiea were photographe<l. and each 
one's history seat tnerewith to the de- 
partment of Justice la Wssbington. Of- 
ten indictments and convictions on other 
.counts are kept hanging over the crim- 
inala, aad when they are released from 
one term they can easily, if their course 
ot life demands it, be hauled up and 
pnniahed again witliout trouble. Of the 
P'eaent gang neariv all will be wanltd 
iiy the Btale authorities when the terms 
for present offenses expire, in Indiana 
an indictment runs out in two years if 
t le culprit is at large, but if in c'ustotly. 
It holds good unlil the sentence is st'ryed 
out. Tlie members (jf the >:ang just ch| - 
tilled stuck to each other wi ll, aiiil lint 
one of the thirteen oll'ered to turn .Slate's 
evidence. .As his testimony is not need- 
ed, hia uU'er will probably not liu ac- 
ceple i.
